NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 7th March 1975 

G.S.R. 144(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (a) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 642, read with- clause (45) of section 2, of the Companies Act, 
1956 (1 of 1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Companies 
(Secretary’s Qualifications) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Qualifications for appointment as secretary. —The qualifications which a 
person shall possess In order to be eligible lor appointment as a secretary shall 
be aa follows:—• 

(a) In the case of a company having a paid-up share capital of rupees 
twent.y-flve lakhs or more, the membership of the Institute of Company 
Secretaries of India, incorporated under the Companies Act, 1956 
(1 ol 1956) and licensed under section 25 of that Act: 

Provided that for a period of live years from the commencement of the 
Companies (Amendment) Act, 1974 (41 of 1974), a person who is a 
member of the Institute of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators, 
London, shall also be eligible for appointment as secretary of such 
company: 
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(b) in the case of any other company, one or more of the following qualifi¬ 
cations, namely:— 

(i) the qualifications specified in clause (a); 

(li) degree in law granted by any University; 

(iii) membership of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India consti¬ 

tuted under the Chartered Accountants Afct, 1949 (38 of 1949); 

(iv) membership of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India 

constituted under the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959 

(23 of 1959); 

(v) post-graduate degree or diploma in management sciences granted by 

any University or the Institute of Management, Ahmedabad, or the 

Institute of Management, Calcutta; 

(vi) post-graduate degree in Commerce granted by any University; 

(vli) diploma in Company Law granted by the Indian Law Institute: 

Explanation .—In this rule, “University’’ has the meaning assigned to it in the 
University Grants Commission Act, 1956 (3 of 1950) and includes any University 
outside India which is recognised by the Union Public Service Commission for the 
purpose of recruitment to public services and posts in connection with the affairs 
of the Union or of any State. 

3. Provisions in relation to existing secretaries.—The qualifications possessed 
by a person holding office as the secretary of a company Immediately befpre the 
commencement of these rules shall be deemed, for the purposes of these rules, to 
be the qualifications which he shall be required to possess in order to be eligible 
to continue in that office in that company. 
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
